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Gas Flare At Robertson Well; 


Still Drilling At Bailey-Olds 


Drilling and coring has been con. 
tinuing at the Bailey-Olds No. 1 
well 13 miles east of Didsbury this 
past week, but no further informa- 
tion as to production is available. 

At the Superior Robertson well 
south west of town, which was com- 
pleted about ten days ago, testing 
is underway and Visitors to the 
Well site can see the gas flare burn- 
ing steadily. Storage tanks have 
been installed, and acid trucks 
were out last week end, but no 
definite information is available. 

The weekly report of the Western 
Canada Petroleum Association has 
the following to say regarding the 
two wells: 

“Canadian Superior Oils of Cali- 
fornia Limited started gun-perfor- 
ating this week at its Robertson No. 
9-26 wildcat in the West Didsbury 
area, Perforating and testing, ex. 
tending probably into July, will de- 
termine whether the well is a 
teaser or a discovery in Madison 
limestone and Lower Cretaceous 
sands, 

“On drillstem tests made in re- 
cent weeks during drilling of the 
Didsbury well, the Madison lime- 
Stone gave fairly substantial nat- 
ural gas flows plus slight oil show. 
ings, while the Cretaceous sands 
above gave some gas and slight oil 
showings. The well went on to final 
depth of 10,553 feet, deep into De. 
vonian formation, without finding 
encouragement in this section. The 
hole has been plugged back to! 
8,430 feet, and 7” casing has been, 
run and set at 8,275 feet with 400! 
sacks of cement. First gun-per- 
forating and testing is being done 
in the Madison section a short dist. 
ance above base of the casing.” 


BAILEY-OLDS No. 1 

Says the Association report: 

“Twenty miles east of the Cana- 
dian Superior-Robertson venture, 
the Bailey-Olds No, 1 well at Nea- 
polis, 13 miles east of Didsbury, is 
now down to 9,320 feet, testing deep 
in the Devonian. This well recorded 
a discovery in D2 zone of Devonian 
‘depth 8,090-8,124 feet) a month 
ago, getting a heavy flow of natural 
gas, a substantial showing of light 
crude oil, and a_ high formation 
hss cdathy of 3,400 pounds per square 
inch, 

“Three of the participants in the 
Bailey well—Anglo Canadian Oil 
Company, Calmont Oils Limited 
and Hudson's Bay Oil & Gas Com. 
pany—assumed responsibility for 
deepening of the well from 9,000 
feet, and are continuing the well 
for an undetermined distance to 
secure information and determine 
possibilities in formation underly- 
ing the D2 and D3 Devonian see- 
tions. Should discovery be made 
below 9,000 feet, the three backers 
will share it: Hudson's Bay 50%; 
Anglo and Calmont 25% each.”

Since the northland represents 
the last frontier for the expansion 
of Canada’s agriculural land, the 
Significance of pushing agriculture 
production into the Yukon is readi.

Field crops, on fallow, yielded 
quite well at Mile 1019. The yields 
averaged over a period of 1945-50, 
inclusive, were: wheat 30-35 bush- 
els an acre; oats 50-80 bushels an 
acre; barley 40-60 bushels an acre. 
Stubble yields were constantly 
| light. 

Forage crops presented no spec- 
ial problems. The standard grasses 
of the west responded and survived 
satisfactorily. Alfalfa and sweet 
| clover, however, were the only leg- 
| umes which proved adaptable.

Special conditions exist at mile 
, 1019 which have a large influence 
}on agricultural production. Average 
|temperature (maximum) for the 
season May to August, inclusive, 
for 1949-50 inclusive was 63.8 deg- 
rees F, The average minimum was 
34.6 degrees F. The highest temp- 
erature, recorded in July 1947, was 
88 degrees. 


The altitude at mile 1019 is about 
2,000 feet, much higher than most 
valley sites in the Yukon and prob- 
ably less favorable to agriculture. 

Another unfavorable factor at 
mile 1019 is the proximity of the 
St. Elias glacial field, which often 
causes temperature to drop, to the 
the low 20's during the evenings. 
In spite of the fact that these snaps 
lessen the frost-free period, howev- 
er, the experimental farm there has 
produced its own field and garden 
seeds regularly since 1945.

WEED SPRAYING WITH 2, 4-D 
The spraying season is here 


again. In order to get the maximum 
results from the use of 2,4-D there 
are several important things to 
keep in mind, Adequate soil mois. 
ture is most desirable and with the 
recent rains we can expect excel- 
lent results if spraying is done fol- 
lowing these rains, Speed of travel 
is important and should be known. 
From 4 to 5 m.p.h. is usually con- 
sidered most satisfactory.

‘Systematic Saving To 
‘Curtall Inflation 


In carrying out restrictions on 
bank lending, the chartered banks 
seek to preserve the buying power 
of the dollar in pay envelopes and 
shopping purses, as one factor in a 
concerted national anti-inflationary 
policy, it was stated at Montebello, 
Quebec on June 22, by J. U. Boyer, 
retiring President of the Canadian 
Bankers’ Association. 

Speaking at the annual meeting 
of the Association, Mr. Boyer re- 
viewed the bank credit restrictions, 
first announced by the Bank of 
Canada February 22, and urged all 
Canadians to help take the pres- 
iia, off prices by systematic sav- 
ng. 


| STUDY PLANS TO HALT 
LEVEL CROSSING TOLL 


| The dreadful toll of level crossing 
| accidents still is alarming, not only 
in Alberta but in other sections ol 
the Dominion. Hardly a week pass 
es but there are reports of this type 
of accident. 

Undoubtedly there is need of a 
speed-up in the program of elim 
inating these crossings, in the opin 
ion of officials of the Alberta Motot 
Association. While federal, provin 
cial and municipal authorities are 
making large outlays annually in 
improving their crossing conditions 
there still are many thousands of 
these level crossings in the Domin 
ion.

To gain success in this is to ensure | 
for the forseeable future a high | 
degree of development, employ. | 
ment and prosperity to this country. |

and early 1951, the further expan- 
sion of the volume of bank credit 
was undesirable and that steps be 
taken to arrest it. Announcement 
in detail, was made by the Bank of 
Canada in a press release on Feb- 
ruary 22,

is only one place for the commer: 
cial banks in a situation which is 
fundamentally inflationary, That 
place is at the forefront of all or 
any forces which aim to protect and 
preserve as far as possible, the buy- 
ing power of the dollar in the bread.

CUT HAY AT THE RIGHT TIME 

Most Alberta farmers cut. thei 
hay too late, says J.E. Birdsall, Su- 
pervisor of Crop Improvement, Al- 
berta) Department of Agriculture 
Two things to keep in mind when 
harvesting hay are feed value and 
tonnage, The earlier the hay is cut 
the higher will be the feed value 
and the less the tonnage. The later 
the hay is cut, the lower will be the | 
feed value and, to a point, the} 
greater the tonnage, Remember | 
that a little less roughage of good 
quality is worth far more than a 
great amount of course, poor hay. | 

Since most of our hay mixtures 
contain alfalfa, the stage of dev 
elopment of the alfalfa provides a 
guide for the best time to cut, Hay- 
ing should start when the alfalfa 
is about one-tenth in bloom, Grass 
es, if grown alone, should be cut in 
the early heading stage. Red Cloy 
er and alsike may be cut for hay in 
the full bloom stage.
